I would like to inform you that Ohnesorge was released 

from the Nurnberg jail. He will not be tried as a major war 

criminal in Nurnberg as things stand now. Since he was a 
cabinet member of the Third Reich he will be subject , to a denazi- 
fication procedure by the German denazification courts.
